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Roy A. Haynes Dropped; Dr. Doran His Successor 





Resignation of Col. Lincoln C. Andrews Effective Aug. 1—Seymour Low- 
man, of Elmira, N. Y., May Become Assistant Secretary of Tireasury— 
Would Have Charge of Customs, Coast Guard and Prohibit-on— 
Present Deputy Commissioners of Prohibition to Remain 


Lincoln C. Andrews, assistant 
secretary of the Treasury in charge 
of customs, coast guard and pro- 
hibition, will retire Aug. 1. Sec- 
retary Mellon has recommended to 
Mr. Coolidge the appointment of 
Seymour Lowman, Elmira, N. Y., 
former lieutenant governor of 
New York State. 

Dr. James M. Doran has been 
appointed head of the technical di- 
vision of the Bureau of Prohibition 
to succeed Roy A. Haynes, who 
has been dropped from the ser- 
vice. The ousting of Haynes and 
the appointment of Dr, Doran, 
General Andrews’ candidate for the 
post of prohibition commissioner, 
marks the end of a long fight by 
General Andrews and other,;Treas- 
ury officials against the domination 
of the Anti-Saloon League in pro- 
hibition enforcement. 

Dr. Doran, who is a native of 
North Dakota, has ‘been in the 
service of the Treasury Depart- 
ment for twenty years, and_ his 
promotion within the service, Sec- 
retary Mellon said, is in accord- 
ance with a sound principle of ad- 
ministration to be followed where- 
ever possible as the best means of 
developing experienced administra- 
tors and offering a real inducement 
to able men to enter the Govern- 
ment service. 

Secretary Mellon explained that 
no change was contemplated in the 
positions of deputy commissioners 
of prohibition. These posts have 
been held for some time under an 
“acting” title by James E. Jones, 
for prohibition, and Colonel L, G. 
Nutt for narcotics. The post of 
assistant prohibition commissioner 
is yet to be filled, but it is under- 
stood that Major H. H. White, 
now a_ special investigator, will 
probably receive the appointment. 

In his letter requesting to be re- 
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lieved General Andrews stated that 
with the setting up of the organiza- 
tion of the Bureau of Prohibition 
under Dr. Doran as commissioner 
and the promulgation of the re- 
vised regulations, instructions and 
manuals which are now being pre- 
pared he believes that he has prac- 
tically completed the work of or- 
ganization which Secretary Mellon 
requested him two years ago to 
undertake. In acknowledging Gen- 
eral Andrews’ letter and accepting 
his resignation Secretary Mellon 
stated that in working out the poli- 
cies and perfecting the machinery 
of enforcement General Andrews’ 
experience and great ability along 
administrative lines have been of 
inestimable value to the Treasury 
Department. 

Secretary Mellon said that it is 
expected that Mr. Lowman will 
come to Washington some time in 
June so as to have ample time to 
familiarize himself with his 
duties prior to August 1.

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BARITE OUTPUT 

(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., May 25— 
Sales of crude barite in 1926, as 
reported to the United States Bur- 
eau of Mines, by domestic produc- 
ers, amounted to 232,875 short tons, 
valued at $1,743,293. These totals 
indicate an increase of 2 per cent in 
both the quantity and value of 
sales, as compared with 1925. Of 
the crude barite, both domestic and 
foreign, consumed in the manu- 
facture of barium products, 65 per 
cent was used in lithopone, 23 per 
cent in ground barite, and 12 per 


cent in barium chemicals. Foreign 
crude barite imported for con- 
sumption in this country in 1926 


amounted to 51,016 short tons, val- 
ued at $195,004.

sales of barium pro- 
ground barite, lithopone, 
and barium chemicals—by domes- 
tic producers amounted to 234,806 
short tons, valued at $18,509,090, 
in 1926. As compared with 1925, 
sales of barium chemicals increased 
17 per cent in quantity, sales of 





lithopone increased 10 per cent, 
and sales of ground barite 
increased 7 per cent. The

JAPAN SODA PROBLEM 
(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 
Tokyo, Japan, May 4—Produc- 
tion of caustic soda in Japan in- 
every year from 1920 to 
1925. Production for 1925 was 55,- 
600,000 pounds. In 1926 it de- 
creased about 4,000,000 pounds, ow- 
ing to smaller demand for bleach-

ing powder, and the marked in- 
crease in soda imports. To pro- 
duce 100 pounds of caustic soda 


about 160 pounds of soda ash are 
needed, and the market price of 
ash must be cheap, otherwise the 
caustic soda won't pay. 
The market price of ash until a 
few years ago was cheap in Japan, 
as a result of severe competition 
between Brunner, Mond and Co. 
and Magadi Company. Later, 
Brunner, Mond took over the as- 
sets and liabilities of Magadi Com- 
pany and competition ceased, and 
the price advanced.

Caustic soda 
imported into Japan during 1926 


totaled 80,400,000 pounds, a gain of 
31,000,000 pounds over 1925 and 
double the total of 1924. With the 
increase of imports the home mar- 
ket price is falling, being about 
eight yen per 100 pounds, a drop of 
20% from last year’s peak. Fore- 
casts are pessimistic on the future 
development of the caustic soda in- 
dustry. 





IODINE NEEDED 


Germany and Switzerland 
alarmed over the increase of goiter 
in post-war years in connection 
with the coincidence of absence of 
iodine in synthetic nitrogen fertili- 
zers in contrast to Chile saltpeter, 
with a supposed content of 100 
grams of iodine per ton. While 
German health and scientific au- 
horities continue to study _ this 
coincidence, Swiss health authori- 
ties are reported to have required 
selected school children to take “‘io- 
dine treatment” in the form of po- 
iodide. The desired effect 
of this treatment will have to meet 
the test of time. 

The conclusion thus far leads to 
the that proper foodstuffs 
must be naturally rich in iodine, 
such as spinach, lettuce, etc. or that 
persons suffering from goiter 
should be treated with potassium 
iodide. However, the Prussian De- 
partment of Agriculture continues 
research.

Adrian D, Joyce, president of Glid- 
den Co., says “Considering the ad- 
justments made in the operating 
profits during the last half of 1926 
which were applicable to  opera- 
tions of the first half, the net profit 
of Glidden Co. for six months end- 
ed April 30, 1927, closely approxi- 
mates the showing for the same 
period last year.

Sodium Silicofluoride Costs Shown 


Tariff Commission Issues Statement of Investigation and Calls Hearing 


on Duty for June 20 


Notice of public hearing on the 
request for an increased duty on 
sodium  silicofluoride has been 
given by U. S. Tariff Commission 
for June 20. A preliminary state- 
ment has been issued by the Com- 
mission setting forth ‘the results 
of the investigation conducted. 


The investigation and hearing is 
being conducted on the request of 
Oconee Alkali Co., A'thens, Ga., 
under date of Jan. 29, 1925, and 
of Southern Alkali & Chemical Co., 
Savannah, Ga., under date of Feb. 
3, 1925. The investigation was in- 
stituted on July 24, 1925. 


Manufacture of sodium. silico- 
fluoride, according to the report, 
began in this country when reduc- 
tion in imports of cryolite was 
caused by the World War. Pro- 
duction in any one plant is limited 
by the quantity of acid phosphate 
produced by the fertilizer factory 
with which it is connected, and the 
amount of acid phosphate  pro- 
duced in turm depends upon de- 
mand for fertilizers. Production of 
acid phosphate in this country in 
recent years has been large enough 
to permit production of 6,000,000 
Ibs. of sodium silicofluoride, which 
is more than double the actual con-

sidary silicofluoride plants, about 
12,000,000 Ibs. could have been pro- 
duced. 


In foreign countries, Denmark and 
Holland are the largest exporters 
to this country, although Germany 
and Italy also’ send in large quanti- 
ties.

plants all owned by one company; 
in Holland, three plants owned by 
two companies. Combined  pro- 
duction of these countries in 1924 
totaled 1,827,697 Ibs., of which this 
country took 83 per cent, and in 
this production totaled 2,908,- 
015 lbs., of which this country took 
68 per cent. Production in this 
country totaled 3,139,311 lbs. in 
1924, against a consumption of 5,- 
083,105, and imports of 1,943,794. 
In 1925 production in this country 
totaled 2,715,415 lbs., against a con- 
sumption of 5,174,389 Ibs., and im- 
ports fo 2,458,974 Ibs.

CANADIAN DISTILLATES 


Production of wood distillates 
and extracts in Canada in 1926 
amounted in value to $1,734,993, a 
decline of 13 per cent from 1925, 
and the lowest figure in the rec- 
ord of this industry, according to 
statistics issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Only nine 
establishments were operating in 
1926: against ten in 1925 and 12 in 
1924. Charcoal, methyl hydrate, 
acetate of lime, acetic acid, formal- 
dehyde and turpentine were the 
principal products. The report de- 
clares that synthetic methanol from 
Germany has seriously affected 
Canada’s exportimarket for this 
commodity.

GERMAN POTASH SALES

lin. The decreased demands of 
American fertilizer manufacturers 
is said in Germany to have been 
responsible for the decline in the 
export business of the syndicate. 

In January and February of this 
year the Potash Syndicate sold 
abroad 73,000 tons of raw kainite 
as compared with 80,805 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1926, Ex- 
ports of potassium chloride totaled 
32,267 tons as against 40,231 tons in 
the preceding comparative period; 
shipments of potassium sulphate 
totaled 22,766 tons as against 32,- 
314 tons; exports of manure salts 
amounted to 141,454 tons as against 
144,566 tons and shipments of po- 
tassium magnesium sulphate total- 
ed 21,636 tons as compared with 
15,859 tons in the first two months 
of last year. 


Viscol Co., East Cambridge, Mass., 
manufacturer. of chemical specialties, 
has taken over the factory at Lowell, 
Mass., formerly occupied by Wamesit 
Chemical Co. Alterations and im- 
provements will be made in the build- 
ing, and equipment installed.
